We fancy that the Chairman of the China 
Association, might well have added that, as 
a matter of fact, nothing whatever had been 
done either to ‘adequately punish the’ Chi- 
nese-or'to safeguard foreigners and foreign. 
interests tor the future.” -In angiher column 
will be found a letter from our ‘Tientsin 
Correspondent in which it is stated that even 
the Chitiese do not think that the force to 
be left for the protection of “the Legations 
and the lines of communication will be 
sufficient, Tn other. words the Chinese fear 
that so soon as the homeward bound troops 
have left, the. ball will be set rolling again 
by the Boxers, and the state of ‘portheri 
China will be as bad ,as ever it was at this 
time dast year, , : 

_ Tunc' Fu-ustan is’ said. to. be on the war-

in Calcutta o® Saturday” have a very genuine 
gticvance. Without discussing the truth ‘or 
otherwise'of their allegations that police under- 
lings extort money from them on the smallest 
pretext, it scems ‘that, the provisions. of the 
Cruelty to Animals Act are far too rigorously 
observed in Calcutta, For working animals 
with sores on their necks or flanks, carters are 
fined as much as twenty rupees, representing: 
dhe earnines ofa month, while they have to’ 
pay four annas a'day for keep of cach animal 
while it i. being treated at the Veterinary 
Hospital. : We have no desire to’ extenuate 
cruelty,’ but it ought to be remembered that the | 
men-belong to a class which cannot ‘appreciate 
the finer sentiments of civilisation, The 
fines levied on them ourht to bear some’ 
, proportion to the circumstances. Surely 
1¢ would. be sufficient to punish the men, 
except in instances of very gross cruelty, with 
fines of a few annas at a time, just sufficient 
to let them realise that they are committing an 
offence. As itis, apart from thé opportunities 
afforded to official subordinates for extorting 
bribes, the carters belleve that they are the 
victims of a brutal and capricious Gavernment, 
seeking for excuses to deprive ‘them’ of their 
hard-earned money. Not only carters but the 
gari drivers, who struck the other day, suffer in 
“the same way. . And the: extraordinary fact is’ 
that, in spite of the exertions of the 5.P.C.A.. 
Agents and the Police, nowhere in‘India. will 
there be found more miserable cattle and horses 
than are be-seen in Calcutta. On the other 
* hand how can we expect carters and drivers to 
- keep their animals in good conditlon, when the 
money that might have been spent in feeding 
them has to be paid away in fines and, as the 
men assert, to greedy “ parawallahs,”
